A new cyclone fence has been erected around the North Pulp Station as directed by 
the Department of Environmental Quality of the State of Oregon. The cost of this 
fence was in the order of $4,500. Now both the North and South well fields are 
enclosed by the appropriate cyclone fences. ~
